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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant s submission filed on 
11/14/03 has been entered. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Accordingly, claims 19-21, 23-24, 76-90 are being examined. 

After review and reconsideration, claims 19-21 , 23-24, 76-90 are subjected to the 
following restriction requirement: 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 
Claim 19 link(s) inventions 1-20. The restriction requirement among/between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 19. Upon 
the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including 
all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the 
instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a 
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continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional 
application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Groups 1-20, drawn to a method for treating 20 different angiogenic diseases as 
cited in claim 89 or 90, i.e. tumors and tumor metastasis; benign tumors including 
hemangiomas, acoustic neuromas, neurofibromas, trachomas, and pyrogenic 
granulomas; connective tissue disorders including rheumatoid arthritis and 
Atherosclerosis; ocular angiogenic diseases including diabetic retinopathy, retinopathy 
of prematurity, macular degeneration, corneal graft rejection, neovascular glaucoma, 
retrolental fibroplasia, and rubeosis; cardiovascular diseases; cerebral vascular 
diseases; diabetes-associated diseases, and immune disorders including chronic 
inflammation and autoimmunity, classified in class 514, subclass 2. A method treating 
each of the above 20 angiogenic deseases constitutes a single distinct invention. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions 1-20 are materially distinct methods which differ at least in objectives, 
i.e., treating 20 different angiogenic diseases each with different characteristics, or 
properties, dosages and/or schedules used, response variables, and criteria for 
success. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and/or 
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recognized divergent subject matter, and because the search for different groups are 
not co-extensive, and it would be a serious burden for the Examiner to search the 
groups together, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b) if 
one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one 
claim remaining in the application.
